Washington, May °5,—(/)—Presi- 
dent Coolidge and the senate came to 
grips today on his veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm relief bill, and the 
president won. 

The vote was 50 for repassage over 
the reto and 30 to sustain the veto. 
A switch of four votes would have 
passed the measure and the lack of 
them eliminated any prospect for 
farm relief legislation at this session. 

The bill first passed the senate 
a month ago by 53 to 25. On the roll 
eall today four who then voted for 
its passage switched to sustain the 
veto—Curtis, Kansas, the repubbean 
leader; Sackett, Kentucky, and Wa- 
terman, Colorado, republicans, and 
Fletcher, Florida, a democrat. This 
was the margin of the victory for the 
veto. 

Senator Curtis declared afterward 
that he felt it his duty as the repub- 
lican leader of the senate to stand by 
the president, “much as I sympathize 
with the farmers and much as I fa- 
vor legislative relief for them.” He 
was the author of two farm measures 
jong before congress until the Mc- 
Nary-Hangen bill was approved.

and the lack of “adequate and proper 
supervision,” members of the Geor- 
gia Bankers’ association, in conven- 


tion here, were told today by Dan V.: 


Stephens, Fremont, Neb., president of 
the Banker's Credit Clearing House 
a jation of Nebraska, : 
‘There would have been practically 
no. failures,” the speaker asserted, 
“had the number of banks been re- 
stricted to the needs of the people 
and had those institutions been ade- 
quately and properly supervised.” 
“The condition that exists today 
throughout most of the states,” he 


continued, “proves that we have too; 
correspondingly | 


many banks with 
small profits, which are not adequate 
to pay a return on the capital and 
keep the banks clean and therefore 
solvent. 

“The condition throughout many 
states of the union, where there has 
been a bank for every 1,200 or 1,500 
people, causing fierce competition and 
encouraging practices that are not 
safe and sane. has brought about 
practically all the bank failures about 
which we now complain.” 

By way of remedy, Mr. Stephens 
proposed the formation of “regional! 
clearing house associations” among 
banks in restricted localities, dec!ar- 
ing that the plan is being success- 
fully tried in Nebraska. 

Chicago Plan Outlined. 

Comparing the plan to that followed 
in the Chicago clearing house, which 
he declared to be Jargely similar, the 
speaker said that in Chicago no (e- 


positor hax lost a dollar itt a clearing | 
heuse bank in the last quarter of a) 


century. 


“This record is most complimen- 


tary,” he continued, “and leads us to! 


the conclusion that the Regional Clear- 
ing House association, if it did woth- 
ing else than to pattern the Chicago 
plan. wowld be a step forward. But 
the Regional Clearing House associa- 
tion plan, as now proposed by the 
Nebraska organization, is a brand new 
application of the clearing house prin- 
ciple which makes it adaptable to all 
states of the union apd its realization 
a reasonable possibility.” 

The Nebraska plan. it was ex- 
plained, provides for the use of the 
regular state and national bank exam- 
iners, but would allot them each to a 
specific territory, assigning each the 
specific duty 6f examining a certain 
group of banks and making every ex- 
aminer responsible to his particular 
clearing house association for the re- 
sults of his work. 


“If the state will locate each of its | 
examiners in a special territory as-| 


signed to him with a view of having 
him supported by a voluntary clear- 


ing house association,” the speaker 
said, “why coulé not the same results 
be obtained, through the regular of- 


ficial channels, that are now being 
obtained by the 35 cities that have 
special examiners through local clear- 
ing house associations? 

For country districts, it was point- 
ed out, the plan has “very distinct ad- 
vantages” over that of the present Chi- 
cago Clearing House association. 

“By the use of the state and na- 
tional examiners,” Mr. Stephens as- 
serted, “and by the application of. this 
principle by the state and national 
banking departments, the system can 
be made uniform thronghout the 
United States without any additional 
legislation.” 

Mobley Speaks. 

Out of the mistakes and failures 
of the past eight years in Georgia 
banking following in the wake of post- 
war deflation and business depression 
Georgia has emerged with banks that 
will be safer in future both for the 
bankers and for the public, A, Bb. 
Mobley, state superintendent of banks, 
declared in bis address. 

Mr. Mobley analyzed the salient 
faults disclosed by the stressful pe- 
riod following the war, asserted that 
Georgia’s bankers have learned much 
from the experience, and pointed to 
the present need of renewed public 
confidence in banking “as a profitable 
and safe business in which to engage 
or to patronize.” 

Such lack of confidence the speak- 
er termed “the most serious drawback 
to better banking in Georgia today,” 
adding that the first step toward 
remedying the condition should come 
from the bankers themselves, 

“They should clear their own 
houses,” he declared. “if they are to 
set the standards in their communi- 
ties as to who is entitled to credit, 
let themseives ask themselves the 
question: ‘Are we ourselves entitled 
to credit? 

Watch Assets, 

“Tet the stockholders and direetors 
of banks in Georgia, those who have 
not already done so, get together and 
appraise carefully the assets of their 
banks, charge off all worthless notes, 
and set up a reserve for losses on 
their doubtful notes, 

“In this way they will let the peo- 


ple know that they are solvent, and | 


will operate their banks with good 
business judgment and with proper 
supervision. .., I know of one bank 
whose deposits have increased 100 per 
cent within a few months as a result 
of such good work. 

“Out of the mistakes of the past, 
banking in Georgia will be better in 
the future. Surely there will be some 
compensation for the losses sustained, 
the sacrifices made. We have learned 
how dependent we are upon banking 


and how important it is to any com- 


munity that it be made profitable and 
safe for those who engage in it as 
well as for those who patronize it. 

“As superintendent of banks in

Don’t confuse efficient refrigeration with 
cold storage. Ice in a good refrigerator will 
maintain a temperature of fifty degrees and 
less and that is cold enough to indefinitely 
preserve any food product. that has not al- 
ready started to decay. It is, of course, pos- 
sible to produce a lower temperature either 
by the extravagant use of ice or by the use 
of chemicals. But when you do you seriously 
impair the flavor of fresh meats and vege- 
tables, freeze milk and have “cold storage” 
instead of fresh food.

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NEEDED REFORMS IN OUR NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 


One of the reforms that many pub- 
lic men are hoping that the new na- 


tional committee of the democratic 
party will ‘establish is a strict limita- 
tion of the personnel of future na- 
tional conventions. 

The Houston convention is going to 
be overloaded with double and triple 
delegations. 

The lawful basis of state representa- 
tion is two delegates to each of the 
state's senators and representatives 
in congress, 

But here comes along a state with 
two senators and eight representatives, 
entitled, therefore, to twenty dele- 
gnutes, Instend, the staté committee 
provides for forty delegates with each 
entitled to half a vote. 

The consequence is that the conven- 
lion managers must provide forty del- 
egate seats and forty for as many 
alternates, thereby covering twice the 
space in the body of the convention 


that the siate is legitimately entitled 
to oecupy. \

RUGKEFELLER MINE 
10 GUT PRODUCTION 


New York, May 25.—(#)—The Con- 
solidation Coal company, in which 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., is a ma- 
jority stockholder, has taken the first 
step toward a solution of what it be- 
lieves is the major ill of the bitu- 
minous industry—overproduction—by 
ordering ten of its mines closed. 


Announcement of the action came 
from Robert C. Hill, chairman of the 
hoard of the company, w ho said that 
four of the company’s mines in the 
Somerset coal fields of Pennsylvania 
and six in the Fairmont field of West 
Virginia are being shut down. 

This throws out of employment 
about 2,500 men, or 20 per cent of 
the employees in the two fields af- 
fected, “but this means that for the 
remaining SO per cent far better con- 
ditions will exist,” Mr. Hill said. 

“It is hoped that they will be able 
to work full time because of this 
measure instead of the part time on 
which they were scheduled before,” 
he said. “The company expects to 
take care of all married men and their 
families by replacement if necessary. 
At this time of year it should not be 
hard for the single men, who are not 
tied down, to find employment.” 

This action is in line with an an- 
nouncement of the company’s policy 
sént to other coal producers recently 
by George J. Anderson, newly elected 
president of the Consolidation Coal 
company.
